Savoy has written to the Duke of 
Savoy, thgt the Emperor would im a little time fend 
him 2coooGermans,and that his Imperial Majefty had 
made him a Prefent of ali. the Imperial Fiefs Gruate 
in the Neighbourhood of rhe Marquifate of Afti 
They add, thac the Duke of Vendome had oblig’d 
the Duke of Mantua, to give new Affurances that 
he would continue to adhere to the Intereft of France, 
and to ifflue Orders to his Subjects of the Montferrat 
to take Arms againft the Piemontois: And that that 
General had caus’d the Marquefs.de Meffo one of 
the chief Men of the Montferrat to be feiz’d, for not 
ordering his Vaffals to Arm and march into the 
Field. Thefe Letters further affure us, that a De- 
tachment of the French was intrench’d at Ponte Ta- 
nero, and that the Duke of Savoy was advanc’d to 
within half a League'of that Place with a Body of 
Troops and 5 pieces of Cannon. Monfieur de Mella- 
rede Envoy of Savoy return’d from Lucerne to Bern 
on the roth Inftanr. The leffer Cantons are fhortly 
to meet at Lucerne, where that Minifter is to make 
fome Propofals to thei relating toa Treaty made in 
the time of the Reformation, by which they are 
bound to furnifh the Duke of Savoy with 10 or 
I sf Men,and to take the Chablais under their Pro- 
tection.
